BEIRUT, April 17 (R). — U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt Wald- 
heim secured further Palestin- 
ian assurances today that gue- 
rrillas will not hamper U.N. 
attempts to hasten a withdra- 
wal of Israeli occupation for- 
ces from south Lebanon, Mr. 
Waldheim, who criticised the 
slow pace of the Israeli pull- 
back, told reporters that Pales- 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat had 
reaffirmed his forces would co- 
operate with UJV. peace-keep- 
ing troops in the battle-torn so- 
uth. 

The secretary general, spea- 
king "after a- seven-hour visit to 
Beirut, did not say whether 
the Palestinians intended to 
move back into the area after 
an eventual Israeli evacuation. 

The Israelis say they will not 
leave the territory they sei- 
zed in a massive invasion last 
month an til they are satisfied 
the U.N. Interim force in Le- 
banon (UNIFIL) can keep the 
Palestinian guerrillas out. 

The U.N. chief discussed the 
situation with Lebanese Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis and govern- 
ment leaders, as well as Mr. 
Arafat, before leaving for talks 
with Israeli leaders in Jerusal- 
em. 

Mr. Waldheim told a press 
conference at Beirut airport : 
“I was told by them (the Pal- 
estinians) that they will cont- 
inue to cooperate with U.N. 
forces in south Lebanon tow- 
ards implementing the Securi- 
ty Council resolution in all its 
aspects.” 

Resolution 425, passed on 
March 19, called on the Israe- 
lis to withdraw forthwith and 
established the peace-keeping 


force to confirm the pull-back 
and restore security in the ar- 
ea. 

Mr. Waldheim said the U.N. 
troops had been ordered to co- 
ntrol all movements in the so- 
uth, but he stopped short of 
saying they would actively pr- 
event the return of anned gu- 
errillas. 

The secretary general also 
indicated it would be some ti- 
me before Lebanese troops co- 
uld move south to restore gov- 
ernment authority -- the ulti- 
mate goal of the Security Co- 
uncil resolution. 

On his arrival, Mr. Waldheim 
criticised a two-stage Israeli 
withdrawal effected last week 
because the pull-back was only 
partial. 

He said : “I wish to state 
that this is just a beginning, 
and it is not in accordance with 
our wishes (which are) to secu- 
re a complete withdrawal of Is- 
raeli forces m the area.” 

Only half of the projected 
4,009-strong U.N. force has de- 
ployed so far, but Mr. Waldhe- 
im said today the remainder 
would arrive within, two we- 
eks. 

He would ask the Security 
Council to increase the size of 
the force if that became nece- 
ssary, he added. 

Arrives In Israel 

Mr Waldheim flew to Tel Aviv 
in a UJM. executive jet tonight 
and was met by LI. -Gen Ensio 
SHlasvuo, co-ordinator of the 
U.N. forces in the Middle East, 
and Gen. Emmanuel Erekine, 
commander of the U.N. Interim 
Force in Lebanon. 


Replying to the welcome by 
Ephraim Evron, Director Gen- 
eral of the Israeli Foreign Mi- 
nistry, Mr. Waldheim said be 
bad come to discuss implemen- 
tation of Security Council Re- 
solution 425, which calls for the 
Israeli withdrawal. 

Mr. Waldheim, who will meet 
Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
gin and Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan in Jerusalem tomorrow, 
drove straight from the airp- 
ort to Tel Aviv for talks with 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizm- 
an. 

After his talks in Tel Aviv, 
Mr. Waldheim will go to south 
Lebanon to inspect U-N. tro- 
ops there. 

Palestinian doubts about 
withdrawal 

On Sunday, a Palestinian le- 
ader said in an interview Is- 
rael did not intend to pull out 
of south Lebanon and would 
use its occupation to delay the 
Middle East peace process. 

Mr. Farouk Kaddoumi, head 
of the Political Department of 
the PLO, said Israel’s plan for 
a partial withdrawal “is a clear 
indication of its desire not to 
leave south Lebanon. It is a 
clear expression of Israel’s in- 
tention to stay in Lebanon and 
use its occupation of the sou-, 
th as a tool to delay the peace 
process in Lebanon and the 
Middle East.” he told the Le- 
banese weekly magazine Mon- 
day Morning. 

Mr. Kaddoumi said Palestin- 
ian commandos were duty- bo- 
und to fight the Israeli forces 
as long as they remained in 
any part of Lebanon. 


Begin government issues new 
guidelines on meaning of 242 



OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Ap- 
ril 17 (R). — The Israeli gover- 
nment has sought to put a new 
face on its policy towards the 
demand in United Nations Re- 
solution 242 for withdrawal 
from the West Bank and Gaza. 
, A government spokesman 
said after a cabinet- meeting 
last night that ministers had 
agreed that Resolution 242 sh- 
uld serve as a basis for negoti- 
ations with all neighbouring 
countries. 

A major fector in the tailing 
off of recent peace negotiations 
has been the Israeli refusal to 
accept that the withdrawal de- 
mand in Resolution 242 applied 
to the West Bask and Gaza. 

. But the government spokes- 
man, Cabinet Secretary Arye 
Naor, said Israel was convinced 
that the peace proposals alr- 
eady offered for the West Bank 
by Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin conformed with the requ- 
irements of the U.N. resolution. 

In recent negotiations, the 
United States has insisted that 
the resolution meant at least 
some withdrawal on all three 
fronts -- from the Golan Hei- 
ghts, the West Bank and Gaza 
and from the Sinai Peninsula. 

Mr. Naor said that the pre- 
sentation was not a new inter- 
pretation of Resolution 242. 
He said it was aimed at corr- 
ecting “the false impression 
that Israel did not believe 242 
applied to the West Bank and 
Gaza.” 

Mr. Naor said : “If the Ara- 
bs make counter-proposals we 
wfli be happy to discuss them 
Just as we expect the Arabs 
to discuss our ideas.” 

He told reporters that nego- 
tiations over Resolution 242 
should take place between st- 
ates. This was taken to mean 
that Israel would not negotia- 
te the West Bank’s future dire- 
ctly with the Palestinians. 


The opposition Labour Par- 
ty issued a statement saying : 
"No playing with words can 
replace open policies. The gov- 
ernment shift on 242 contribu- 
ted to the stalling of peace 
talks and we must now have 
clear policies.” 

New chief of staff 

Meanwhile, Israel's new mi- 
litary Chief of Staff, Lt.-Gen. 
Raphael Eytan, took office Su- 
nday, replacing Mordechai Gar. 

The changeover took place 
at a brief ceremony in Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin’s of- 
fice. 

On Saturday night, thousan- 
ds of cheering, chanting Isra- 


elis poured into Tel Aviv’s ma- 
in city square to demonstra- 
te their support of Prime Mini- 
ster Begin’ s controversial Mid- 
dle East peace policy. 

One of the organisers, arti- 
st Chanan Abramson, told the 
crowd the demonstration had 
been called to counter a rally 
of 40,000 people two weeks 
ago at the same spot, organi- 
sed by 300 reservist officers, 
who had urged Mr. Begin to 
make further concessions in 
the stalled peace negotiations 
with Egypt. 

The enthusiastic crowd, also 
of 40,000 applauded every refe- 
rence to Mr. Begin and shou- 
ted cat-calls whenever the pre- 
vious rally was mentioned. 


Atherton to resume 
shuttling this week 


CAIRO, April 17 (AP). — U.S. 
peace envoy Alfred Atherton 
will resume his Middle East 
shuttle diplomacy this week wi- 
th visits to Cairo and occupied 
Jerusalem, a spokesman for the 
Egyptian Foreign Ministry an- 
nounced today. 

Mr. Atherton, who was re- 
cently named roving Mideast 
ambassador, was scheduled to 
arrive in Cairo Friday for talks 
with Egyptian officials and th- 
en to fly to Israel, the spokes- 
man said. 

He also said he did not know 
If Atherton would bring with 
him an American plan to break 
the current deadlock in the 
talks.

Liberals, in the Senate have 

threatened to vote against the 

treaty if it implies intervention 
in Panamanian affairs in any 
way. Panama has threatened 
rejection on the same grounds. 

Conservatives led by Demo- 
crat Dennis Deooncini are equ- 
ally adamant that America’s 
right to defend the canal be 
dearly spdled out, regardless 
of whose national pride gets 
hurt . 

In an earlier vote on the fi- 
rst canal treaty, guaranteeing 
its neutrality after 2000, the 
Senate narrowly managed to 
mpster the required two-thirds 
majority for passage when it 
voted 68 to 32 for ratification. 

That treaty included the la- 
nguage sought by Senator De- 
condni , and his supporters and 


subsequently brought vehement 
protests from Panama. 

To ensure acceptance of the 
second and more important tr- 
eaty* Senate leaders must wo- 
rk out language that is accep- 
table to conservative Americ- 
an legislators and to Panama. 

Senate Minority Leader Ho- 
ward Baker predicted yesterday 
the treaty would be ratified. 

“We have such a fantastic 
array of discontent on this th- 
ing that I don’t know how we 
are going to treat with it fina- 
lly ... but my guess is that in 
the final analysts it will final- 
ly settle down with a vote or 
two on the plus side,” he said. 

Earlier, Senate Majority Le- 
ader Robert Byrd also expres- 
sed optimism that the treaty 
would be approved. 


In a related development, 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Mohammad Ibrahim 
Kg mp I review moves to restart 
Middle East peace negotiations 
tonight before renewed talks 
on the subject between the 
U.S. and Is rad later this mo- 
nth. 

The meeting is expected to 
last about an hour and a half.

New Consultative Council 
is established by decree 

AMMAN, April 17 (JNA). — A royal decree was issued today approving the temporary law of the 
National Consultative Council. 


The law stipulates the Co- 
uncil will consist of 60 memb- 
ers, both men and women, who 
must be Jordanians at least 30 
years old, not simultaneously 
employed elsewhere and not 
convicted of any crime or mis- 
demeanor. A member of the 
Council may not be a member 
of the Upper House of Parlia- 
ment while serving in the Co- 
uncil. 

Duties 

The duties of the Council 
will include studying and dis- 
cussing all draft laws and ad- 
vising the Council of Ministers 
before it approves such laws. 
The members of the Council 
will also be entrusted with lo- 
oking into all matters relating 
to public services and matters 
of state. 

The law will give the memb- 
ers of the Council full freedom 
to ask ministers for explana- 
tions on any subject. They will 
also be free to speak their min- 
ds during sessions of the Co- 
uncil without befog held resp- 
onsible for anything they mi- 
ght say or opinions they may 
express. 

According to the law, the 
Council will be formed every 
two years. The King will have 


2 new Jewish 
settlements 
in West Bank 


TEL AVIV, April 17 (AP). 
— Tractors have begun 
breaking ground for a new 
Jewish settlement in the oc- 
cupied West Bank after 
five-week freeze on constr- 
uction of the controversial 
outpost, the settlers report- 
ed today. 

A spokesman of fixe Gush 
Emzmim movement, chief 
advocate of widespread Je- 
wish settlement tn the West 
Bank, said tractors were 
clearing ground at Nebi Sa- 
lah, 16 miles northwest of 
Jenisalem, with government: 
approval Government spo- 
kesmen were not available 
for comment. 

The daily Maariv said ton 
hectares had been seized by 
administrative order for the 
settlement, which would 
house 40 femOies. 

The Gush Emunbn spo- 
kesman also invited report- 
ers to attend the opening 
Tuesday of another settle- 
ment, Karnei Sbomron;, near 
Nebi Salah. Karnei Sbomron 
has been trader construction 
for several months. 

More to come 

Israeli Deputy Defence 
Minister Mordechai Ziporf 
said today meanwhile that 
more Jewish settlements 
would be established in the 
West Bank with governm- 
ent support 

“We have made dear to 
the Americans, and are cla- 
rifying this to Egypt, Hi*t 
hi Judea and Samaria (the 
West Bank) there is absolu- 
tely no argument about our 
continuing to settle there. 
This is part of the negotia- 
tions,” Mr. Zlpori said. 

Mr. Ziporf who was spea- 
king to high school students 
in Kiiyat Gat, southern Is- 
rael, said Israel had stopped 
building settlements in the 
Sinai Desert to create * sui- 
table atmosphere for peace 
negotiations with Egypt 

But, he said, Egypt was 
not a party to negotiations 
about the future of the 
West Bank or the formula- 
tion of Israeli policy on the 
Palestinians. 
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the right to dissolve it at any 
time, relieve a person from 
membership of the Council or 
accept his or her resignation. 
It will automatically be dissol- 
ved when members of suspen- 
ded parliament are elected and 
convene a session. 

The Council will form comm- 
ittees for legal, financial and 
administrative, foreign, social 
and educational affairs and any 
other committees >t deems ne- 
cessary. A member cannot ser- 
ve in two committees at the 
same time. 

The officers of the Council 
will consist of the president 
and two deputies elected from 
its members during its first me- 
eting. A minister cannot simu- 
ltaneously be a member of the 
Council. 

The president of the Council 
will decide on the subjects 
that will be discussed at Coun- 
cil sessions. 

The members of the Coun- 
cil will be paid salaries decided 
on by the Council of Ministers; 
but a member cannot receive 
these allowances and a state 
pension. 

The Council will organise 


its internal operating system 
within three months of its fir- 
st session. Until it will act ac- 
cording to rules and procedur- 
es established by its members 
on condition these do not cont- 
radict the temporary law. 

Cabinet discussion 

Hie Cabinet held an emerge- 
ncy session Sunday during wh- 
ich it debated the draft law for 
the National Consultative Co- 
uncil. The law was approved 
and sent to His Majesty King 
Hussein for endorsement and 
issuance by royal decree. 

The King had sent a message 
to Premier Mudar Bad ran la- 
st Thursday in which he expr- 
essed the wish for setting up 
a National Consultative Coun- 
cil to express public opinion 
and give advice and debate the 
general policy of the state. 

Premia's letter 

Premia Badran sent an ans- 
wer to Bong Hussein’s messa- 
ge on Sunday. 

In his message. Premier Ba- 
dran said King Hussein’s dire- 
ctives had always stressed that 


promotion of consultation and 
democratic principles have been 
sought by Jordan ever since it 
was established. , 

Premier Badran ’’recalled that 
pressing circumstances had fo- 
rced Jordan to suspend its par- 
liament. In the name of his Ca- 
binet, Premier Badran submit- 
ted provisions of the law to 
the King. He said the princi- 
ples of consultation have alw- 
ays been aspired to by Jordan 
ever since It was established 
by the late King Abdullah, who 
“laid down the foundation of 
government Interaction with 
the people, and who made the 
Hashemite Jordanian throne a 
guarantee for stability and ba- 
lance. and a sanctuary for the 
citizen in the face of the im- 
balance between the authority 
of the state and the rights of 
the citizen.” 

The prime minister indicated 
that although the Consultative 
Council is not a substitute for 
electoral parliamentary life, it 
will close a gap which he and 
his Cabinet members felt the 
impact of while they were car- 
rying out both executive and 
legislative duties. 


West Bank protests escalate 


TEL AVIV, April 17 (R). — Scores of Pa 
lestinian high school students from the occup- 
ied West Bank towns of Nablus and Jenin w 
ere detained today following demonstrations 
against Israel’s occupation of southern Leban 
on, military sources here said. 

In Nablus, shopkeepers closed for sever 
al hours, while in Jenin pupils left classes and 
marched through town shouting anti-Israeli si 
o gan s. 

Israeli occupation forces, meanwhile, ha 
ve detained 40 residents of the West Bank 
village of Talfit where five men yesterday se 
t an Israeli bus on fire. 

Military sources said the village was un 
der curfew during the night while soldiers 
searched all houses. 

It was the third time in six weeks tha 
t unidentified men - - believed to he Palestinian 


guerrillas - - have set fire to an Israeli bus.

The consultative council that His Majesty King 
Hussein has suggested be formed in Jordan has 
caught the imagination of many people, but there 
is one aspect of it that we think deserves greater 
attention that perhaps it shall get. This is the matter 
of full and true representation of the Jordanian 
family, which, we think, suggests the imperative of 
including a good number of women on the council. 
This may strike some people as unrealistic or un- 
necessary. But it is vitally important for the future 
wellbemg of this country that the effort to mobilise 
women and get them to play their full role in the 
socio-economic development of Jordan be carried 
out diligently and at all levels of life. One does not 
change the status and role and aspirations of girls 
and women overnight. But in seeking to give Jordan- | 
ian women full and equal opportunities in the 
progress of their country, it is critically important 
for the young girls - - and the not-so-young girls - - 
to look around them and see women playing their 
role at the highest level of the affairs of state, in the 
economy, the social affairs sector, education, techno- 
logically oriented institutions and every other niche 
and comer of the country. 

It is difficult to encourage young girls to aspire 
to be doctors and engineers and university professors 
if they look around them and see few or no women 
doctors and no women engineers and no women 
university professors. Similarly in the domain of 
public life, it will be equally difficult to open doors for 
talented young women if they see the institutions of 
the state staffed only by men. The fact is that ..if 
Jordanian women can fly airplanes and run nursing 
colleges and manage businesses, they can also play 
their fair role in the consultative council that is to 
be the living symbol of the Jordanian citizen’s 
participatory responsibilities on the national level. 
One thinks the current effort to upgrade the partici- 
pation of Jordanian women in the life of this country 
will be somehow jarred if women are left out of the 
most important political developments, such as the 
proposed consultative council. This is a chance to 
strike several simultaneous blows for our determin- 
ation as a country to offer full dignity and equality 
of opportunity for all citizens. It is a lovely op- 
portunity, and it should not be missed. 


RSS - designed Minilab adapts 
teaching device to local needs

AMMAN, April 17 — The 
Modular Minilab System, a jo- 
int educational project by the 
Royal Scientific Society (RSS) 
and the International Telecom- 
munications Union. (ITU), has 
come to fruition. 

The highly adaptable system, 
designed for the instruction of 
students in basic electric and 
electronic circuits with the spe- 
cific needs of Jordanian and 
Arab students in mind, has 
been produced in prototype at 
the RSS Electronic Engineer- 
ing Department. It has been 
about five months in the mak- 
ing. 

The Jordan Times was told 


that a request for help in de- 
signing the educational tool 
came from the Telecommuni- 
cations Training Centre (TTC) 
where several experts from the 
International Telecommunica- 
tions Union are working. 

"The reason that we took 
this job is because we oursel- 
ves saw wider possibilities for 
the machine," said Ton Foud- 
riaoe, the director of the pro- 
ject at the JRSS. 

Dr. ‘Awn Rifai, the head of 
the services section within the 
Electronics Engineering Dep- 
artment at the RSS, said that 
one advantage of the Minilab is 
that, “it can be tailor made”.

Pieter Kiapwijk. ITU expert 
at the TTC explained that pre- 
sently most communications 
technicians must be trained 
outside the country and any 
equipment that is used here is 
imported. One result of this 
is that neither tbe technician 
nor the equipment fit the spe- 
cific needs of Jordan or the 
other Arab countries. 

The locally designed machi- 
ne can offer the local student 
a year’s worth of training with 
hundreds of experiments from 
Ohm’s law and KirchhofFs la- 
ws to operational amplifier 
circuits and transistor circuits 
(basic and advanced). 

The Minilab is also a highly 
adaptable system, as its name 
suggests. For instance, by re- 
placing some modular equip- 
ment in the Minilab, it can ser- 
ve as a more advanced educa- 
tional tool, perhaps providing 
as much as another year’s wor- 
th of experiments. 

As Mr. Foudriane pointed 
out, two characteristic prob- 
lems of the educational equip- 
ment used in Jordan are being 
circumvented with the locally 
designed Minilab; these are dif- 
ficult servicing and the out* 
flow of money for the pur- 
chase of the equipment. The 
Modular Minilab System is bo- 
th simple and therefore easily 
reparable, and made in Jordan. 

An added advantage is the 
low cost, although the compo- 
nents of the Mlnilab are im- 
ported. 

Those involved in the pro- 
ject are now hoping that an 
Arabic translation of the Eng- 
lish course manual wiuch ac- 
companies the Minilab will so- 
on be done by the RSS as 
well. 

The manual together with 
the Minilab would be a highly 
marketable self-contained unit, 
explained Mr. Kiapwijk, who

Omani envoy briefs Prince Hassan on new hamk

Despite world pique 
Japan achieves record 
$ 20 b. trade surplus 


TOKYO, April 17 (R). — Japan, already under intense international pres- 
sure over its economic successes, today announced a record visible trade 
surplus of $20.57 billion for the fiscal year ended last month. This was al- 
most double the $11.15 billion surplus for fiscal 1976. The finance ministry 
also announced that the overall balance of payments surplus for the year 
reached a record $12.13 billion, nearly four times the previous year’s figure. 


The record trade and pay* 
merits surpluses were expected 
to give added ammunition to 
the United States and the 
European Common Market 
(EEC) to black their demands 
for Japan to cut its large im- 
balances. 

The current account surplus, 
which includes invisible earn- 
ings and has been a major fac- 
tor behind the yen’s recent 
surge against the dollar in 
Tokyo, rose to a record $14,13 
billion, more than three times 
the 1976 figure. 

But the huge surpluses we- 
re shrugged off by the Tokyo 
Foreign Exchange Market. De- 
alers said the figures had been 
anticipated. 

The dollar, which fell to a 
record postwar level of 218 
yen in Tokyo earlier this mon- 
th, closed today at 220.25 yen, 
compared with a 218.90 open- 
ing.

The stock market surge was 
led by export-orientated issues. 
The market average closed at 
5.544.61 points, compared with 
the previous record of 5,527.90 
established earlier this month. 

Dealers said they expected a 
further rise because many in- 
vestors were taking their cash 
out of banks and bonds, as a 
result of falling interest rates, 
to buy shares. 

The current account surplus 
of $14.13 billion covers visible 
trade and invisibles such as to- 
urism, freight and insurance. 


Japanese Premier Takeo Fu- 
kuda said recently be hoped 
that the current account sur- 
plus could be reduced drastical- 
ly in fiscal 1978. He said this 
would be a major topic at his 
summit talks in Washington 
next month with President 
Carter. 

Earlier this month, the Jap- 
anese government said in a 
joint communique with the 
EEC after talks here that it 
expected the current account 
surplus to fall by about one- 
third in fiscal 1978. 

However, Finance Ministry 
officials today ruled out any 
possibility that exports would 
decline soon. 


Egypt’s Kaissouni 
reportedly resigns 
economic affairs post 


CAIRO. April 17 (R). — 
Egypt’s Deputy Premier for 
Economic Affairs, Abdul Mu- 
n’em Kaissouni, has submitt- 
ed his resignation in a row 
over wage increases for civil 
servants, the rightwing news- 
paper A1 Ahrar reported today. ■ 

It said he acted because the 
government had submitted to 
the People’s Assembly (parlia- 
ment) a draft bill on the sub- 
ject without first consulting the 
Economic Affairs Committee 
which he beads. 

There was no immediate of- 
ficial comment.. . 

AI Ahrar, mouthpiece of the 
opposition Liberal Socialist 
Party, said Dr. Kaissouni believ- 
ed the bill, still under discus- 
sion in the assembly, would pl- 
ace a further burden on the 
country’s economy. 

The report said it called for 
salary increases of between 
eight and 30 per cent. 

Al Ahrar did not say whe- 
ther the resignation had been 


accepted and added that Dr. 
Kaissouni had left for the Un- 
ited States for a medical check- 
up.

St. Louis’ Forsch pitches no-hitter 
with little bit of help from scorer 


NEW YORK, April 17 (AP). 
— St. Louis right-bander Bob 
Forsch, with the * help of a 
questionable call by the official 
scorer, pitched the major le- 
ague’s first no-hitter of 1978 
with a 5-0 decision over the 
Philadelphia Phillies yesterday. 

Forseh's no-hitter was main- 
tained in the eighth inning wi- 
th the aid of a controversial 
call by Neal Russo, the offi- 
cial scorer who works for the 
Sl Louis Post-Dispatch. 

Garry Maddox, the Phillies’ 
lea doff hitter in the eighth* 
drilled a ground ball past SL 
Louis third baseman Ken Reitz 
into left field, apparently bre- 
aking up the no-hitter. There 
were groans in the audience of 
11,495 at Busch Stadium, but 
these quickly turned to cheers 
when Russo called an error on 
the cardinal third baseman. 

The 28-year-old Forsch gave 
up two walks and struck out 
three in his fine performance. 
Up until Reitz’ error in the 
eighth, there was nothing re- 
sembling a bit against the ran- 
gy right-hander, although For- 
sch was tagged for three long 
drives to centre by Mike Sch- 
midt i° the first, third and se- 
venth innings.

LONDON (F.T.) — “If I stand 
in the street and a man picks 
my pocket, I consider it an 
immoral act I wouldn't mind 
(he British government taking 
50 per cent of my income if 
only they would leave me the 
other half. But I do resent 
having to pay income tax at 
83 per cent Its exactly the 
same as having your pocket 
picked.” 

So says Desmond Bagiey, 
one of tiie world's highest- 
earning thriller writers, who 
recently packed his bags and 
left the ILK. together with 
his wife, Joan. Most writers 
find it hard to earn enough to 
travel by public transport at 
home, but Mr. Bagiey has up- 
pen and flown into tax exile. 
He won’t say how much he 
earns a year, but it was re- 
ported some time back that 
he was making more than 
£50,000. 

Anyone in the UZ. who 


earns more than £20,000 an- 
nually is liable to be tax exile 
material. When homesickness 
finally draws some of them 
back to residence in the mo- 
ther country they have to pay 
their t a * arrears, but many of 
them are lost forever as far 
as the U.K. government tre- 
asury is concerned. Switzerl- 
and, the West Indies and Ire- 
land are some of the countries 
where they prefer to live. Ot- 
hers prefer to pay US. taxes, 
which are also far less swing- 
eing. 

Mr. Bagiey and his wife se- 
ttled on Guernsey two years 
ago, after twelve years resi- 
dence in the UJL “I waited 
for so long before leaving be- 
cause 2 liked living in Engla- 
nd. My accountant had been 
trying to talk me into exile 
for five years. I pay a 20 per 
cent 'tax rate here on Guer- 
nsey and 1 own four compan- 
ies.” He also owns homes in 
South Africa, Devon, and the 
huge place on Guernsey where 
he now lives.

twelfth thriller Flyaway will 
be published in hard-back by 
Collins and in paperback by 
Fontana.

Words do not trickle smo- 
othly from the keys of his 
typewriter and Mr. Bagiey cl- 
aims to suffer from “writers’ 
block". 

A pile of brown envelopes 
He patiently, locked up in a 
cabinet. Below each book tit- 
le Mr. Bagiey has scrawled: 
“First attempt”, “second at- 
tempt”. For every book pub- 


lished, three or four have go- 
ne into storage - - some never 
to be seen again. 

During his frustrating and 
frequent periods of inactivity 
Mr. Bagiey wanders across 
his study to the £7,000 comp- 
uter he bought several years 
ago to assist with the process 
of editing. The only problem 
was the computer didn’t have 
the capacity to store a full 
novel -- necessary for any 
correction work. 

So, putting his mathemati- 
cal mind to work, Mr. Bagiey 
programmed the computer to 


tot up the serial rights fax any 
one of the 22 languages his 
books are published. 

It has other practical prog- 
rammes too, but Mr. Bagiey 
has also “taught” it to play 
games with him and to type 
out a pretty good likeness of 
a sexy woman. 

Ibis small, quiet, devil-eyed 
man is 54 years old and reck- 
ons he’s still got a "fly paper” 
memory. A meticulous resear- 
cher, he reads a book a day, 
takes 20 magazines and watch- 
es carefully selected television 
programmes.

New legislation providing worker representation on 
company boards puts end to West German labour calm

COLOGNE, (F.T.) — What 
has suddenly gone wrong 
with Germany’s famed labour 
relations? First the printing 
industry trade union recently 
re n pH a strike, which the em- 
ployers answered with a lock- 
out The country was deprived 
af its newspapers for several 
weeks before the dispute was 
settled. Now it is the turn of 
the metal working union, wi- 
th a large section of the co- 
untry's metal machinery 
industry idle, including car fa- 
ctories. 

Industrial disputes of 
type and on this scale haven't 
been heard erf in West Ger- 
many for a generation. The 
country ha<t h«H a much-quo- 
ted * impressive. ? ’and enviable 
history of industrial harmony; 
any differences of view have 
been settled by negotiation, 
or, if that failed, by arbitra- 
tion. German employers were 
praised for their reasonable- 
ness, German trade unions for 
their sense of responsibility. 
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To find the root cause of 
the present troubles It Is ne- 
cessary to go back nearly two 
years to July 1. 1976, when 
new legislation came into fo- 
rce increasing the participat- 
ion of worker representatives 
on company boards of mana- 
gement Since that date, re- 
lations between employers and 
the trade unions haven’t been 
the same; the old dynamic tr- 
ust and willingness to coope- 
rate for mutual benefit have 
been undermined. The final 
deadline for awarding work- 
ers 50 per cent of all seats on 
tiie management boards of 650 
larger West German compan- 
ies is on June 30, 1978. As 
the day approaches tension, 
mounts. 

The current disputes have 
their specific ca us e s . In the 
case of the print workers, the 
motive for a strike was the 
introduction of new techno- 
logy leading to cuts in the 
labour force; they returned to 
work after getting gua ran t e e s 
of job protection.

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Forty-threte years of post-war labour calm have been 
ended by the introduction of legislation to provide for 
worker representation on company boards. Two recent 
stoppages can be traced directly to this legislation. 


dustry, the conflict is over 
wages. The unio n wants an 
eight per cent pay increase 
(since scaled down to five 
per cent), and the employers 
say they can only afford 33 
per cent (since raised to four 
per cent). 

But the details of the dis- 
putes are less significant than 
the fact that they have bro- 
ken out. One cannot be sure, 
but before July I, 1976, it se- 
ems likely that they would 
have been resolved without 
work stoppages. Since then, 
both the employers have be- 
en obliged to face up to the 
implications of the new law 
on mitbestimmung, or worker 
participation (also known as 
co-determination), and neither 
side Is happy about them. 


The employers have been 
sufficiently aroused to present 
a brief to the Constitutional 
Court in Karlsruhe chal longing 
tiie legislation which, they 
Hnim^ threatens the constitu- 
tional guarantees of sharehol- 
der property rights. 

. The initiative was taken by 
the West German Employers’ 
Federation with its headquar- 
ters in Cologne, in. association 
with a number of big name 
companies including Daimler- 
Benz, Bayer, Hoechst and Ro- 
bert Bosch. 

In retaliation for what it 
considers to be a hostile move 
by the employers, the West 
German Trade Union Federat- 
ion has withdrawn, for the ti- 
me being, from the trilateral 
commission on which repres- 
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eotatives of the unions, the 
employers and the government 
meet regularly to discuss tiie 
economic situation, to prom- 
ote cooperation for the bene- 
fit of the economy as a whole, 
and to thresh out any prob- 
lems arising between them. 

The unions now say that 
In their dealings with emplo- 
yers they have been too sub- 
missive in the past It is now 
high time to adjust their poli- 
cy accordingly. The outbreak 
of strikes this spring is an 
indication of a new and tou- 
gher attitude towards collec- 
tive bargaining. 

British pattern 

The new law, which has 
destroyed the previous harm- 
ray and goodwill, propounds 
no new principle. Co-determ- 
ination has been practised in 
West Germany for tiie past 
25 years; ironically, it was 
the British Occupation Force 
that set the pattern when It 
occupied tiie Ruhr coal and 
steel region after the Sec- 
ond World War. 

The British authorities dec- 
reed that half of all the sea- 
ts on the boards of West Ger- 
man coal, iron and steel en- 
terprises should be awarded 
to representatives of the wo- 
rkers; and that a neutral char 
irman should preside over gar 
therings in which the share- 
holders should equally be re- 
presented. 

In 1952, the West Germans 
extended th is ss me principle 
to all the larger West German 
industrial companies with the 
modification that in industries 
other than coal, iron and steel 
workers should get only one 
third of tiie board seats. This 
formula still applies, under 
the 1976 legislation, to comp- 
anies with fewer than 2,000 
employees. 

Above this figure the wor- 
kers will get half the seats 
on boards varying In size from 
12 to 20 depending on the 
total number of people on the 
payroll A minority of worker 
seats will be reserved for tr- 
ade ration representatives fr- 
om outside the firm; The re- 
st will be occupied by emplo- 
yees of the concern. 

The boards concerned are 
the supervisory boards, the 
supreme decision making bod- 
ies whose responsibilities Inc- 
lude approving the annual fi- 
nancial statemen t and major 
investment outlays. The super- 
visory bqprds also appoint the 


executive boards which rue 
the companies on a practical 
basis. 

Controversy raised 

Although the legislation was 
backed in principle by al! po- 
litical parties in Ger man y, •? 
aroused considerable controv- 
ersy throughout two years of 
■ parliamentary debate. It end- 
ed up in a compromise form 
which satisfied neither the em- 
ployers nor the workers who 
now are obliged to live with 
it 

The trade union* claim, for 
example, that this new version 
of mitbestimmung doesn’t pr- 
ovide the parity of represen- 
tation which it appears to. 
One basis for their complaint 
is that should sharehold- 
ers’ and workers’ representa- 
tives split down the middle 
on any issue, the chai rman wiii 
have a second, deciding vote. 

They claim also that the 
chairman is likely to represe- 
nt the viewpoint of the share- 
holders: If a board can’t agree 
by a two thirds majority on 
the choice of its chalnnan and 
vice chairman, the legislation 
provides that the shareholder 
representatives will We the 
right to appoint the former 
and the worker representatives 
the latter. 

On tiie other hand, the emp- 
loyers claims that the legis- 
lation gives too much power 
to the workers and the trade 
unions. They fear that repre- 
sentatives of the latter on the 
board could block decision in- 
volving the disposal of prop- 
erty: This is the matter which 
they have taken to the Cons- 
titutional Court. 

The employers also protest 
that giving the workers parity 
and admitting outside trade 
ration representatives will sl- 
ow down the decision-making 
process. Confrontations will bi 
encouraged between the rep- 
resentatives of respective in- 
terests, with a resulting dim- 
inution of effective managem- 
ent and operational efficiency. 

With this underlying frict- 
ion as a constant irritant, the 
deterioration of industrial re- 
lations In West Germany in 
the recent past becomes mere 
understandable. It could well 
be. that these first conflicts 
may not be the last to ruffle 
the long-standing calm of the 
West German labour scene.

Rebel ambush kills 43

MANILA,' April 17 (R). — Moslem rebels fighting the Fili- 
pino government have lolled 43 soldiers and civilians in a bus 
ambush in the south of the country, the Defence Department 
said today. 

The attack, one of the worst in a six-year guerrilla cam- 
paign waged by Moslem separatists, happened on Thursday. 

The bus was sprayed with gunfire at Upi, 920 kins, south 
of Manila on Mindanao Island, 

The Defence Department said at least 13 soldiers and 30 
labourers they were escorting were killed. 

Two rebels also died and three were injured. 

A theoretical ceasefire has been in force since December 
1976 between the Manila government and rebels of the Mono 
National liberation Front (MNLF) which is spiring autonomy 
for the southern Moslem minority in the mainly-Christian Phili- 
ppines. But attempts to negotiate a settlement collapsed last 
year and violence has increased since last October. 


Train disaster kills 
45, hurts 100 in Italy 


BOLOGNA, Italy. April 17 
(R). — Investigators were still 
trying to work out how a high- 
speed express crashed into a 
derailed passenger train on 
Italy's busiest railway line, kil- 
ling 45 people and injuring 100 
in the worst rail disaster in ov- 
er ten yearn. 

The packed Venice-Rome ex- 
press hit the north-bound Lec- 
ce-Mllan train at over 100 kms. 
an hour in a heavy rain storm, 
and its front four coaches rol- 
led down a steep embank- 
ment. 

Investigators said the Lecce- 
MUan engine, diverted because 
of track damage on another ro- 
ute, skidded across the double 
track line on a mud slip caus- 
ed by the torriential rain. 

The locomotive was sliced in 


half and its two drivers killed 
instantly. 

Earlier reports said it was 
the Venice-Rome express which 
had skidded off the rails and 
the Lecce-Milan train plough- 
ed into it. 

But investigators on the 
spot have- now established that 
it as the north-bound train wh- 
ich had been derailed. 

A geologist joined the official 
investigation team, and Trans- 
port Minister Vittorino Colom- 
bo visited the disaster scene. 

Investigators said the driver 
of the north-bound train appa- 
rently slowed down after he 
saw mud patches on the track. 
He applied the emergency bra- 
kes when the train began to 
slip, but seconds later the ex- 
press train slammed into Him.

But there was no disruption 
of the oil flow a tthe Abqaiq 
installation about 40 kms. so- 
uthwest of the oil city of Dha- 
hran. 

ARAMCO said the dead were 
three Saudis and a Pakistani 

It said the blast early on 
Saturday virtually destroyed 
one of three plants supplying 
gas to tiie towns of Damman 
and Al Khubar near Dhahran. 

ARAMCO said the explosion 
occurred after a leak was de- 
tected in an overhead pipe at 
the plant, which separates gas 
from ofi. 

The gas caught fire before 
workers could plug the leak, 
the 03 company said in a sta- 
tement. 

ARAMCO, which is Saudi 
Arabia’s major o3 producer 
with a daily output averaging 
some eight million barrels, ad- 
ded: “The mishap wfll have no 
effect on ARAMCO's produc- 
tion of crude.” 

Last year an explosion and 
fire at Abqaiq seriously affected 
Saudi 03 exports.

The unusual exercise in introspection follows an opinion

■ the White House, except Gerald Ford. 

So the two-day Camp David summit of the men who run 
the Carter administration will take a hand look at its perfor- 
mance and apparent lack of dear, long-range goals.

Dr, Kumar said that accord- 
ing to present estimates, the 
nasal contraceptive will cost 
not more than $5 per annual 
usage per person.

According to him t the Intra- 
nasal route can be a more 
effective way to administer 
vaccines as compared to con- 
ventional routes which can ta- 
ke a long time to go into cir- 
culation. 

Dr. Kumar’s ream is doing 
a number of studies in these 
areas: For example, in men- 
ingitis, an infection of the br- 
ain tissues. Local administra- 
tion of antibiotics directly to 
the brain now seems a near- 
posribllity fay this technique 
to fight germs in the brain.

West indulged in a mild 
bit of deception to defeat 
South's four spade contract 
on this deaL However, de- 
clarer had only himself to 
blame for going down. 

With stoppers in all suits, 
North bad an ideal one no 
trump opening, despite the 
fact that be held a five- 
card suit. Even If the five- 
card suit had been a major, 
one no trump would have 
been correct, for the hand is 
balanced and that is the most 
descriptive bid. South 
simply bid what he expected 
to make. 


West attacked with the 
ten of hearts, won in dummy. 
The king of spades was led 
from dummy, and East flew 
op with the ace to return 
the queen of clubs. It was 
obvious to West that this 
was a singleton, so after 
; he won the ace he made a 
shrewd return— the ten of 
dubs. His idea was to lull 
declarer into thinking that 
East had led from the queen- 
jack of the suit- Declarer 
fell hook, line and sinker. 
He rose with the king, and 
East’s ruff spelled defeat, 
for declarer had no way to 
avoid a diamond loser. 

Declarer was unlucky to 
encounter a 5-1 dub split, 
and West is to be congratu- 
lated for his cleverness. But 
boiling in oil might be a 
just fate for declarer for 
going down in a. cast-iron 
contract. 

South can afford to lose 
three tricks— the ace of 
trumps and two in the minor 
suits. He shouldn’t care 
whether it was one trick in 
each minor or two in clubs. 
Declarer should simply play 
low on West’s dub return, 
preserving the king for later 
use. 

It makes no difference 
whether East follows to this 
trick or not. Declarer can 
ruff the next dub, draw 
trumps, and later use the 
king of dubs profitably to 
dispose of his losing dia - 
mond. thus making his game.
